Two Crawford AuSable 
School Board members retained 
their seats on the board. 

Dr. Bill Dean, the current pres-

A Headlee rollback proposal,

The City of Grayling has 
agreed to an employment pact 
with its Department of Public 
Works Employees. 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer told the Grayling City 
Council last week that the city 
has come to an agreement with 
the union representing the seven 
public works employees. The 
employees had been working 
without a contract since July I, 
2006. 

Thayer said the public works 
employees agreed to forego an 
enhancement for their pension 
plans. The employees will main- 
tain their four hours of paid on 
call time, when they are required 
to be on call to respond for 
emergencies and repairs. 

The employees will receive a 
three percent pay hike, which 
will be paid retroactively, and 
will get a two percent pay raise 
for the next two years.

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Options explored for Rialto Theatre

The owner of the historic 
Rialto Theatre has approached 
Grayling City officials regarding 
future plans for the business. 

Geoffrey Bichler, the owner of 
the Rialto Theatre, has made a 
proposal to city officials to 
potentially transfer the property 
to the city. He is also considering 
other offers from private owners 
for the business. 

Bichler, the great grandson of 
theatre founder George Olson, 
intends to operate the theatre this 
season. Bichler, however, told 
Grayling ‘City officials that he 
plans to make some serious deci- 
sions about the future of the busi- 
ness near the end of the year. 

Under his proposal to the city, 
the theatre would fall under the

Bichler said he would continue 
to operate the theatre as a tenant, 
if desired, if a deal can be 
reached. 

“If there is interest, we can 
move forward and hopefully save 
this wonderful piece of Grayling 
history,” Bichler said in a letter to 
the Grayling City Council. 

Originally known as_ the 
Grayling Opera House, the 
Rialto Theatre was founded in 
191] by George N. Olson. Olson 
was the manager of the facility 
that featured live shows and a 
few silent movies until May

through the 1920's, showing

piano by his wife, Leelah, until 
sound or “talkies” were intro- 
duced in 1929. 

A fire that destroyed the origi- 
nal structure in April 1930 took 
place during a full house per- 
formance. Olson was the only 
one injured, suffering burns 
when he tried to reach the pro- 
jectionist who had already 
escaped through a window. 

The Rialto reopened about 
four months later. 

In the mid-t950s, Olson's 
daughter, Georgiana, and her 
husband, Thomas Stancil, took 
over the ownership and manage- 
ment of the theatre. They operat- 
ed the business until 1982, when 
it was purchased by their son, 
George Stancil, and his wife, 
Marilyn Stancil. 

Bichler has owned the theatre 
for the last eight years. The day- 
to-day operations are carrted out 
by Arnold Stancil, the founder’s 
oldest grandson, 

The Grayling City Council 
briefly discussed the proposal to 
assume ownership of the proper- 
ty. 

Some council members shied 
away from assuming ownership 
of the business. 

“t don’t think we ought to get 
in the theatre business,” said Tom 
Wellman, a city council member. 

City Council member Kim 
McClain said she believes that a 
citizens group could be formed 
in the community that could be 


involved in saving the downtown 
landmark. 

“J think that there are many 
avenues that are out there and | 
would hate to just close the door 
on this,” McClain said. “There 
are many things that could be 
done to benefit the community 
that wouldn’t cost the city a 
dime.” 

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said he does not want to 
get to the point where curtains 
are closed on the theatre and 
vacated, 

Thayer added that there have 
already been discussions about 
holding meetings for businesses 
and organizations and other 
events at the theatre to help boost 
the economic viability of the 
operation. 

“The city can be a piece of the 
puzzle for the future of the the- 


-atre, but | don’t think we can be 


the whole piece,” Thayer said. 

George Stancil said there have 
been public-private partnerships 
forged in the state to help pre- 
serve historic theatres,: 

Stancil, however, noted that 
people need to come and fill the 
seats if they want the business to 
remain in the community. 

“All it requires is people from 
the community going there two 
three times a year,” Stancil said. 
‘If people want it there, there is 
only one way to prove it.”

portions of the river. 

“Everybody loves this river” 
and the book is like a snapshot 
in time of what it’s like today” 
Gates said. 

The book also features contri- 
butions by local writer and river 
guide, Josh Greenberg. Bill 
Sodeman helped Gates compile 
and organize the information for 
the book. 

Customers at Gates AuSable 
Lodge praised the release of the 
book last week as they pur- 
chased their selection of flies 
for the day and scheduled river 
boat trips. 

“Winters are long and hard up 
here, and you’ve got to have 
something to do,” quipped 
Gates, who wrote the book dur- 
ing the fall and winter after the 
close of fly fishing season. 

A total of 460 people paid 
$100 each to sponsor the publi- 
cation of the book. 

“That was a very big gesture,” 
Gates said. 

The Anglers of the AuSable 
includes about 800 members 
and is one the largest groups 


affiliated with the Federation of 


Fly Fishers. 

“This was a club project and 
any proceeds will go back to 
help the club,” Gates said. 

The Anglers of the AuSable 
was founded by a group of fly 
fishermen in January, 1987 to 
Oppose a group protesting the 
Michigan 
Natural Resources decision to 
designate the Holy Waters on 
the AuSable Branch’s main 
Stream as catch and release only 
fishing for trout. 
Just over a year later, the

Michigan Court of Appeals 
upheld the implementation of 
regulations for the river. 

The Anglers of the AuSable 
helped convince the state to buy 
the 1,200 Rayburn Estate prop- 
erty, and has battled the military 
over training expansion plans 
and oil companies over the 
years to protect the AuSable 
River watershed. 

Proceeds from “Seasons on 
the AuSable” will go toward 
two significant legal battles the 
Anglers of the AuSable are cur- 
rently spearheading. 

First, the organization is seek- 
ing to block Savoy Energy, a gas 
exploration firm, from drilling 
a gas well near the Mason Tract, 
a beloved stretch of undisturbed 
trout stream on the South 
Branch of the AuSable River. 
That case is currently pending 
in U.S. District Court. 

Finally, the Anglers of the 
AuSable are also seeking to 
block Merit Energy from releas- 
ing water to clean up contami- 
nation from an oil well into the 
Headwaters of the AuSable 
River. The Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources has issued a permit 
allowing the company to release 
the treated water into Kolke 
Creek, which leads into Lynn 
Lake, which is located at the 
Headwaters of the AuSable 
River in Otsego County. 
Anglers fear increased erosion 
problems and a negative impact 
on river vegetation. A decision 
in that case is pending in the 
local 46th Circuit Trial Court. 

“Those are our two big 
fights,” Gates said. “Once we 
get done with those, we can get 
back to habitat Projects.”

Businesses urged to 
update emergency 


contact list

What’s worse than experienc- 
ing a break-in at your local busi- 
ness? How about experiencing 
a break-in where local law 
enforcement are unable to 
respond to their full capacity. 

Fortunately, local businesses 
can avoid the above scenario by 
updating their emergency con- 
tact elist with 911 Emergency 
Dispatch. If a call or alarm 
alerts the emergency dispatch 
team to an incident occurring 
after hours, local law enforce- 
ment officials need to know who 
to contact in order to access a 
building that has been locked up 
for the night. 

“We have had several inci- 
dents at local (businesses) in the 
last couple of month(s) where 
officers were unable to secure or 
gain access to a building,” said 
Derek Bastien, a 911 Central 
Dispatch official. 

Although the local fire depart- 
ment has universal access to 
many area businesses, other 
emergency Officials do not. In 
order to gain this access, they 
need to contact people who are 
officially listed as emergency 
contacts for them to unlock 
buildings after hours. When 
emergency officials are unable 
to reach emergency contacts, 
they are powerless to search 
buildings for possible threats. 

“We need to have somebody 
we can get ahold of,” said 
Bastien. 

The solution is for local busi- 


_ through Thursday. 


nesses to update their emer- 
gency contact lists. These are 
confidential lists of people who 
have access to buildings after 
hours in case of emergencies. 
When the lists are not up to date, 


‘the ability of local officials to 


respond to alarms effectively is 
hindered. 

“We get officers sitting in 
buildings waiting for key hold- 
ers that never show up,” said 
Bastien. 

“If all the businesses in 
Crawford County update this 
information with Central 
Dispatch, it will help us to 
reduce the number of times this 
occurs in the future.” 

Business owners can find the 
necessary forms at the local dis- 
patch center, located at 202 
West Michigan Avenue. The 
local office is open from 8:00 
am. until 4:00 p.m., Monday 
The form 
can also be filled out online at 
www.crawfordco.org/contact.ht 
m. 

“We like to see at least two 
contacts,” said Bastien. 

Completed forms can be 
returned to the dispatch office in 
person, via mail or by fax. The 
fax number is 989-348-6351. 

These procedures also apply 
to. private home owners who 
have security systems linked to 
the local dispatch office. 

Bastien -also reminds home 
and business owners to update 
any emergency contact lists they 
may have with private security 
firms.

During the foot pursuit and 
apprehension, Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Paul Smith and 
Lt. Jeff Pendergraff, a 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) law enforce- 
ment officer, were injured.

Michigan leaders of both par- 
ties will keep a wary eye on how 
these things develop, ready to 
jump forward if necessary to give 
Michiganians a genuine voice for 
nominating a president.

Adam’s Figure 
of Christ 


Romans 5:12 taught us that sin 
and death entered the world 
through Adam. We were taught 
in Romans 5:13 that sin is uni- 
versal and in Romans 5:14 that 
death is universal. Adam = was’ 
created in God’s image as head 
of the human race and was the 
direct cause of our sin, death, 
judgment, and condemnation,

Now in Romans 5:15-17, we 
shall study Adam as a figure of 
Christ. Romans 5:14e introduces 
this section: Who is a fig- 
ure of him that was to come.” 
Adam became a figure in con- 
trast to Jesus Christ. “4S5And so it 
is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul; the last 
Adam was made a quickening 
spit.” C1 Cor 15:45). In every 
area the first Adam failed us, the 
second Adam offers us restora- 
Lion. 

In Romans 5:15, we see this 
contrast illustrated as Adam 
brought sin and death upon us, 
Jesus Christ brought eternal life 
as the gift of God’s grace. “I5But 
not as the offense, so also is the 
free gift. For if through the 
offense of one many be dead, 
much more the grace of God, and 
the gift by grace, which is by one 


man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many.” Justas Adam alone 
brought sin and death upon us, 
even so we can receive eternal 
life by “the grace of God” alone, 
by “the gift of grace” alone; and 
by “abounded” grace alone. 
Romans 6:23 states this contrast 
beautifully. “For the wages of sin 
is death; but the gift of God is 
eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.”

In Romans 5:16, we study the 
contrast of Adam bringing us 
condemnation, and Christ offer- 
ing us justification. “l6And not 
as it was by one that'sinned, so is 
the gift: for the judgment was by 
one to condemnation, but the free 
gift is of many offenses unto jus- 
tification.” Although we received 
a sin nature from Adam, and 
though we follow Adain’s exam- 
ple by sins of thought, word, and 
deed, it is not our sins, but 
Adam’s one sin alone which 
brought God’s condemnation 
upon all of us. In contrast, faith 
in the death, burial, and resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ brings justifi- 


cation not only over the sin of 


Adam, but over all the individual 
sins of every person who ts justi- 
fied.

Therefore, all who trust in 
their natural birth and human 
achievement are already con- 
demned under Adam’s sin until 
they trust Jesus Christ as their 
savior. “He that believeth on him 
is not condemned: but he that 
believeth not is condemned 
already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God.” QJohn 
3:18) “36He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life: and 
he that believeth not the Son 


shall not see life; but the wrath of 


God abideth on him.” (John 
3:36).
